As yet there is no 
indication whence came the strong body 
of 2,000 Boers that has arrived at Roode- 
val, unless it is the force mentioned in a 
recent Boer dispatch as having started 
from Standerton with this very object in 
view. Apparently the authorities on the 
spet regard the situation at least as tem- 
porarily serious as they are not only re- 
enforcing the garrison at Kroonstad, but 
are sending up troops from the lines of 
communication in Cape Colony. 

Roodeval is a fairly strong position, 
thirty-five miles north of Kroonstad, capa- 
ble of giving General Kelly-Kenny trouble 
should the federals elect to dispute its 
possession, as General Kelly-Kenny can- 
not be overburdened with cavalry with 
which to threaten the burghers’ line of 
retreat. The news somewhat discounts 
the flattering deductions the .Britishers 
have been extracting from Lord Roberts’s 
silence, as it indicates that the menace 
of the.Boers to carry on the prolonged 
guerrilli warfare is no empty threat, and 
that President Steyn is still capable of 
creating serious, if only temporary, trou- 
ble. 

A parliamentary return issued this 
morning shows that thirty-six members of 
the house of lords and twenty-eight mem. 
bers of the house of commons are serv- 
ing with the British troops in south 
Africa. 


Advices from Cape Town say the opin-* 


ion prevails there that the Boer supplies 
of ammunition and food will not suffice 
to enable them to prolong the struggle 
in the Lyndenburg district for more than 
eight weeks. Cape Town also anticipates 
that the Boers will be seriously harrassed 
by the Kaftirs. 


Telegraph Is Cut. 


London, June 9.—General Forestier- 
Walker cables to the war office from Cape 
Town under date of June 8th, as follows: 

“Kelly-Kenny, at Bloemfontein, reports 
that the telegraph has been cut at Roode- 
val, north of Kroonstad, by a body of 
Boers, estimated to be 2,000 strong, with 
six field guns. He is sending strong re- 
enforcements to Kroonstad and I am rc- 
enforcing from Cape Colony. I hope the 
interruption will be only temporary.”

“You don’t hear. the truth about us,” 
said he. ‘“‘England has all the cables and 
holds the ear of the world. You know 
the history of the Boers, for the Ameri- 
cans, find, have read more than any 
other people on earth. You know how 
Kruger went to Europe twice and begged 
and entreated for liberty; you have read 
how Steyn has studied about the free na- 
tions of the world; he knows all about 
the American government; and when the 
English people say. that we were the ag- 
gressors and threatened to drive the Eng- 
lish peoplig into the sea, do you think 
that those two men would think for a 
moment that they could do such a thing? 
Why, there are only 250,000 people in both 
our republics, from the smallest infant 
to the men bigger than I am.”’ 

Calls were heard for Mr. Bryan and he 
finally responded in an impassioned ad- 
dress. He spoke in part as follows: 

“I came as a citizen, an American cit- 
izen, to be present with other American 
citizens to meet the representatives of 
the Boer republics; to join with you in 
expressing to them our sympathy for 
their cause and, as I earnestly believe, 
the sympathy of a great majority of the 
American people. 1 trust that the day 
will never come when a nation fighting 
for liberty will look in vain to the Amer- 
ican people for sympathy and aid. 

“It is to our honor that the Boers have 
come tO us to receive our sympathy. It is 
hard to understand the feelings of the man 
who has sympathy for the Boer cause, 
but who is concealing it for political rea- 
s0ns. I-do not see how one can do other 
than choose the cause of the two repub- 
lics in preference to that of a monarchy; 
an American citizen who has lived under 
and learned to love and venerate our 
forms of government. 

“There comes a timé when the millions 
of American people have that privilege 
of rising and casting their ballots against 
that administration of government which 
fails to carry out their wishes, and when 
those ballots are next counted I believe 
that they will be an expression Gf the 
American people for these people fighting 
for their independence. 

“It is said that the blood of the martvr 
is the seed of the church. If it is found 
that these republics shall be overcome 
they will not have fought in vain. Some-

Admiral at Manila Advises De- 
partment of His Orders. 


S LIGHT DRAUGHT VESSEL 


Warship Should Reach the Chinese 
Port This Week, 


OTHER WARSHIPS AT SHANGHAI 


Kempff Will Have Force Sufficently | 


Strong at Hani When the 
Nashville Arrives To Care 
for All of His Coun- 
trymen. 


Washington, June 9.—Admiral Remey 
{nforms the ravy department that the 
gunboat Nashville with a force of ma- 
rines aboard left Cavite yesterday fog 
Taku. She is a light draught gunboat 
of ths same type as the Helena, and it is 
presumed that she is sent in place of the 
latter. The Monocacy, at Shanghai, has 
also been ordered to join Admizal Kempff 
at Taku. 

It is understood at the navy depart- 
ment that the Nashville was dispatched 
to Taku by Admiral Remey in place of the 
Helena, which was originally selected for 
was probably unavail- 
able or absent from Manila. She should 
be at Taku about the latter part of next 
week. 

In view of the length of time required 
by the Nashville to make the trip to 
Taku, it is fortunate that the navy de- 
partment has other re-enforcements at 
hand in the shape of vessels at Shanghal 
This force is only about three days’ dis- 
tant from Taku and only about half the 
time would be required for the vessels 
at Shanghai to make the trip to Tien 
Tsin that would be consumed by the 
Nashville. The navy department has 
sent instructions to the commander of 
the Monocacy at Shanghai to report top 
Admiral Kempff at Taku, and that vessel 
is already on her way. Though an old 
ship, the Monocacy is admirably adapted 
to this kind of service, drawing only nine 
feet of water and carrying a very good 
sdcondary battery. Her personne! is 
twelve officers and 146 men. 

The Castine and Yorktown also are at 
Shanghai and can be drawn upon, accord- 
ing to Admiral Remey’s dispatch. by Ad- 
miral Kempff, if he wants more men. 
These vessels are of 1,000 to 1,700 tons dis- 
placement, respectively, with batteries 
about the same as the Nashville. The 
Castine’s personnel is eleven officers and 
142 men; the Yorktown’s is fourteen of- 
ficers and 131 men. 


MAY LAND MORE TROOPS NCW. 


Destruction of Russian Chapel Gives 
Czar Good Excuse. 


London, June 9.—The situation in China 
tonight appears distinctly graver, The de- 
struction of a Russian chapel at Tung 
Tingan has provided Russia with the de- 
sired pretext to land more troops. 

The dispatch from St, Petersburg this 
afternoon, that the government is re- 
solved, if the dangerous’ situation in 
China continues to take immediate mill- 
tary action to repress the anti-foreign 
movement, at the same time declaring 
that it has no intention of disassociating 
itself from the joint action of the powers, 
may be regarded as a semi-officila] utter- 
ance. meaning that if there is any hes!i- 
tancy on the part of the powers Russia 
will act alone. 

A‘l reports agree that the boxer move- 
ment is spreading. The report is confirm- 
ed that the French agents at Mong Tse 
and Yun Nan Fu hi&ve been compelled to 
retire, and this shows that the ferment 
has reached southwestern China and has 
provoked France into taking active steps. 

Sir Charles MacDonald, British minister 
at Pekin, has wired the British congul 
at Shanghai confirming the reported out- 
rages and the fact that the throne and 
government have been actuated by a se- 
gret sympathy with the ‘boxer’’ move- 
ment, which the government has ample 
power to su?press if it so desired. His 
dispatch, however, is in no way of an 
alarmist nature. 

The latest Tien Tsin dispatches saying 
that the dowager empress has appointed 
anti-foreign generals with the pretended 
mission to suppress the boxers, makes it 
impossible to doubt that the time has 
arrived for energetic action. 

It is expected that the British govern- 
ment will utilize the Chinese regiment 
which has been in training at Wei Hal 
Wei, as it would be dangerous to remove 
the garrison from Hong Kong at the 
present moment. 

A special dispatch from Shanghai, dat- 
ed June 9th, says: 

“The Tsung Li Yamen has protested 
to the ministers against the presence of 
such a large number of foreign forces, 
asserting that it cannot be only for the 
protection of the legations, but for the 


establishment of a garrison in the cap-. 


ital of an independent friendly state, The 
answer which the foreign minfsters re- 
turned to this protest is unknown. 

“The American mission at Pei Tang 
Chow was destroyed yesterday, but the 
missionaries fled to a place of safety. 

“It is reported that the viceroy of Chi 
Li has resigned. 

“It is proposed to bring Li Hung Chang 
back from the south, but Prince Kang 
Yi proposes to give the post to the in- 
famous Li Ping Heng, the former govern- 
Or of Shan Tung. 

“Pao Ting Fu is burning. The Tien 
Tsin railway has finally ceased to be op- 
trated. All the English missionaries are 
fncamped inside the legation."”

Hambrick made a statement to a re-

_Of warning. Hambrick stated that he 
| Struck at Wheeler and then managed to 
| rise from the floor, where he had fallen, 
and shot as Wheeler ran off.

ernor Hammond, residing on his planta- 
tion near Augusta. After teaching here 
for some time he was appointed in 1852 
to complete the endowment of a professor- 
ship in Oglethorpe college, Georgia. In 
1853 he was elected professor of natural 
science and mathematics in the Synodical 
Female college of Georgia. During this 
term of service he attended Harvard uni- 
versity, engaged in post graduate work 
there and became intimately associated 
with Agassiz, who remained a stead- 
fast friend. On the nomination of Agassiz 
he was elected a corresponding member 
of the natural history society of Boston 
Im 1857. Mr. Blake was elected to the 
chair of natural science in the college 
established by the synod of Memphis, in- 
cluding the Presbyterian church of the 
states. This voung institution, 
amply equipped, seemed destined to ac- 
complish much, but Was swept away in 
the war. His greatest work was at Da- 
vidson college, North Carolina, where he 
was for twenty-five years, and became its 
first president, when the presidency was 
substituted for the chairmanship svstem. 
Since 1885, when, despite the wishes of 
all concerned, he retired from the presi- 
dency of Davidson, he has lived 
at Greenwood.

Eatonton, Ga., June 9.—(Special.)—The 
Peabody Institute for colored teachers 
has been in session here under the control 
of M. B. Dennis, county school commis- 
sioner of Putnam, for the past week.

This morning, at 1 o'clock, Miss Jessie 
Almond, the seventeen-year-old daughter 
of Judge E. H. Almond, a justice of the 
peace and a prominent farmer living ten 
miles above the city, heard some one 
enter the window of her room. The room 
was occupied by herself and little sister, 
and she distinctly heard the drop of a 
foot over the window sill. She sprang up, 
screaming, and started downstairs. Her 
father heard her screams, seized his shot- 
gun, called his son and with the lamp 


in one hand and gun in the other march- | 


ed upstairs. He made a thorough search 
and found the intruder hidden in a closet 
in his daughter’s room. He covered him 
with his gun and had him bound in a 
jiffy. 

The intruder was Stmon Adams, a nine- 
teen-year-old negro who has been em- 
ployed on his place three years. The 
negro got into the room, which is in the 
second story of the residence, by piling 
up boxes and barrels and climbing up 
on top of a porch: The indignant and 
outraged father would have shot him 
dead on the spot, for there could be no 
doubt of his intentions, had he not been 
afraid that the excitement would have 
injured his wife, who was ill. He ac- 
cordingly chained the negro by the neck 
and about 3 o’clock in the morning start- 
ed him to town in charge of a competent 
driver, who was instructed to deliver him 
over to the officers.

An exhaustive hearing was had in each 
of the cases affected and out of this ap- 
parently chaotic mass the auditor's report 
He decides that stockholders 
who had filed notices 
should not be allowed any preference over 
other stockholders. 

Another interesting point decided was 
that the withdrawing members were not 
entitled to be classed as creditors. He 
held further that if directors and officers 
of the association were receiving salaries 
from the association not warranted by its 
assets the conduct of these directors in 
recelying the salaries was not such a 
wrong to ths stockholder as would war- 
rant a judgment being entered against 
the various directors to recover back the 
salaries paid. 

Decides Against Bank, 

In his report Auditor Hammond also 
makes an important decision in fixing the 
liability of the borrowers. He _ reports 
$16,000 against the Bates-Farley Savings 
bank in favor of the association. The au- 
ditor found in favor of -the American 
Building and Loan Association in the guilt 
against that company. 

The Southern Mutual case is one of con- 
siderable magnitude. It is believed to be 
the largest of its kind in the country and 
has attracted more than local attention 
ever since the collapse of the association 
several years ago. The amount of money 
that the stockholders will get will de- 
pend largely upon the sum collected by 
the recelyers. Auditor Hammond has 
listed the amounts standing to the credit 
of all.

Then 
let the entire amount on hand, alter ue 
Gucting cosrts and expenses of administra- 
tion, be equally divided among the stock- 
holders entitled to share therein under the 
decree rendered in this case.” 

The auditor in bis report goes into de- 
tails concerning the transaction in regard 
to the Bates-Farley bank dnd comment- 
ing on the case, says: 

“I find that on February 6, 1897, the as- 
Sociation OWed the Bates-Fariey savings 
bank $1,000, and act that time wrongfuliy 
and iliegaliy received funds belonging to 
the asso-clation, the sun of $14, 00, leav- 
ing the bank on February 7, 1897, indebted 
to the southern Mutual building and Loan 
Asscclation in the sum of $13,000.” 

Distribution of Assets. 

Auditor Hammond thus decides concern- 
ing the distribution of the assets of the 
association: 

“after paying the expenses incident to 
the adjustment of the company’s aftairs; 
paying the general creditors, the residue 
of the funds in the hands of the receivers 
should be distributed among all of the 
stockholders, whether they be withdraw- 
ing or non-withdrawing stockholders, af- 
ter deducting the amounts of arrears and 
fines, the distribution to be equal and pro 
rata of the fund remaining in the 
hands of the receiver for distribution.” 

As a last word, the auditor explains that 
the apparent delay in getting out his re- 
port was unavoidable under the circum- 
Stances. He sail that many of the de- 
tails of the work could not have been 
Gone until practically all of the pranches 
of the cas> had been heard. ‘Ihe report 
itself shovs the immense amount of de- 
tail work that has been necessary," says 
the auditor, “but the actval amount of 
work and time required to work out all 
the details can never be fully understood 
except by some one who may undertake 
a simiftr work.”

According to the statement of Dr. Paine 
he was not at the time positive that the 
patient was suffering from scarlet fever, 
although there were some slight symp- 
toms of the disease. 

The little girl, it appears, is the victim 
of a very mild case of scarlet fever and 
at no time since becoming ill has she felt 
sick enough to wish to remain in bed. 

The Violated Sections. 

Two sections of the code, it is said, 
have been violated. One is section 773, 
which provides for the manner of caring 
for patients having contagious diseases. 
Among other things this section provides: 

No removal of a scarlet fever, yel- 
low fever, typhus fever, cholera, small- 
pox or diphtherig patient shall be 
made from the residence where the 
disease occurs. 

The other seotion, which is known as 
749, provides that all boarding house- 
keepers, hotelkeepers, or keepers of pri- 
Vate dwellings shall give notice to the 
board of health of any case of contagious 
diseases at their respective houses, The 
Bame section provides that attending 
Dhysicilans must report all cases of con- 
tagious diseases to the board of health. 

It is for allegeq partial violations of 
both these sections that the police cases 
Will be made by Chief Lowry, of the sani- 
tary department.

So far as we know only one Ameri- 
can newspaper bas undertaken to look 
at this question from both sides, . viz, 
The Sprinefield Republican, which is 
always fair in discussing international] 
questions, and yet at the same time 
thoroughly American, We quote this 


field Republican: 

In the’crisis the position of the Chinese 
ought to be easily understood, They are as 
well able to run their own & vernment 
and preserve order in thelr own country 
as ever they in the 4,000 years ol 
existence as a nation. Their main 
troubles arise from the appearance among 
them of foreigners who are bent on mak- 
ing a financial conquest of their country 
and exploiting its resources with western 
The missionaries would get along 
in the future as they have in the past 
without much trouble, but this recent 
rush railroad builders and capitalists 
has raised the anti-foretgn feeling to a 
high pitch. Being of a contrary racial 
type and having a_ radically different 
civilization from that of western 
world, the masses of the Chinese 
inevitably resent western aggression, 
either pdlicical or religt That the 
situation is difficult for all concerned can- | 
not be denied. Foreigners have treaty 
rights to live and work in China, and their 
governments are bound to protect them in 
those rights, if the Chinese government 
either cannot or will not. The danger, 
however, to the integrity of China comes 
not much from the obiigation of for- 
eign powers to maintain their treaty 
rights, as from the impatlence of western 
to hurry the industrial and com- 
opening of the Chinese empire.

The Coming of the Boers. 


Editor Constitution—Will they come—in any 
number? i am inclined to think not. Why 
should they? They now own enormous tracts 
of land and herds of cattle. When the war 
is over the land, and no doubt many of the 
cattle, will be restored to them. Who is going 
to buy these from them? The offer in America 
is, I think, 100 acres a man—a mere bagatelle 
compared to what they now possess. They 
say— 

“The fault of the Dutch 
Is giving too little and asking too much!" 

Are they going to give up all their worldly 
goods and cross an ocean which they never saw 
to become a drop in the bucket among a 
people whom they do not know and whom, 
if the truth be told, th like no more than 
they do the English? Then political freedom 
will soon be restored to them and every Boer 
will have his vote; in south Africa they will 
be surrounded by fields; in the Transvaal they 
will be for years about equal in members to 
the other white inhabitants, in the Orange 
river colony far outnumbering them: there will 
soon be a federated south Africa in which the 
Dutch-speaking people will on the whole pre- 
ponderate, and in which, as at present, their 
own language will be officially recognized 
everywhere, even in parliament, as it is now 
in Cape Colony. Why should they give up 
all this to come to a new country where politi- 
cally they would be absolutely swamped? The 
Transvaal Boers have been accustomed to rule 
with a rod of fron a majority of other white 
péople. How would they like to be 1obodies? 
How would they like to see every man around 
them using the franchise; yea, even the negroes, 
who go about in the Transvaal tagged as we 
collar dogs, who cannot own lands. use the side- 
walks or even peddle ware and who. the Boers 
think,cannot muster up human soul amorg them? 
The Boer is net well versed in the higher 
mathematics, but he knows what two and 
two make just as well as the smartest 
down east yankee. It is true the Boer hates 
the Englishman. So/ did the Frenchman tm 
Canada, the Hindoo in India, the Egyptian 
and others who to have changed their 
minds. A little knowledge in thie respect 
scems to be a dangerous thing They 
have a chance of drinking deenrer and. Hke 
their relatives in the Cape and Natal. will 
soon find that the Rooinck, like bitter beer, is 
not so bad as at first appeared. The truth 
Is, the ignorant country Boer, and these are 
the majority, has been dupéd by the few: and 
I will go so far as to prophesy that before 
many years, or even months, have flown we 
shall have them, even at this distance, cursing 
their leaders tn Old Testament terms of the 
strongest flavor. 

In your editorial of today you speak of the 
Boer as an industrious farmer and a miner. 
South Africans seldom intentionally apply any 
of these terms to him. He is a cattle breeder, 
but does not appear to raise even enough food 
for the country he lives in. He is no sctentifie 
farmer and he is certainly no miner. I sup- 
pose there {fs scarcely a Boer on the mines. 
I have never heard of anyone who knew south 
Africa call him industrious. On the other 
hand, I have always both heard and read of 
him as the itncarnation of laziness: but I 
apologize if other people are slandering him. 
No doubt if he accepts his 100 acres in Colo- 
rado or elsewhere in this country his eyes will 
soon be opened not only to the advantage, but 
also to the stern necessity of hard labor and 
keen competition. I fear, however, he wonld 
first stand aghast at western methods of farm- 
ing, and would have a fit when he saw the 
miles of wheat mown down and almost pre- 
pared for baking on the field. Against which 
his little patches of ground would have to 
contend. I trust the Boers will be posted on 
conditions here when they are invited. On 
the whole, it is hardly likely that many of 
the Boers will come to America. If they 
not it will be a pnitvw for elther America 
south Africa, whichever vou like

Bishop Turner Replies. 

Editor Constitution—While hobbling th , 
the streets of Atlanta today from the eff o 
a paralytic stroke which I had last Dece — 
though greatly recovered, I was accosted by 
a hundred or more white and colored, express~ 
ing surprise that I was not in Philadelphia 
inspiring my friends and admirers to nominate 
me for the presidency of this great country. 
I know nothing about the convention, cau- 
cus or prelimimary meeting, which the dis- 
pateh detailed, as published in your paper. 1 
never heard of it until reading it through the 
press in Atlanta. It may sound ridiculous, but 
the colored people of this country ought to 
say~ and do something in their own interest. 
Silence hag ceased to be a virtue. and thé 
more silent we are the more boisterous and 
eloquent white men are growing, and the more 
we say nothing the more they say something. 
Our silence is regarded as a trait of incu- 
The presumption is we have nothing 
we can say. While in private, we are think- 
ing and saying a hundred times as much as 
the whites and denouncing every species of 
wrong perpetrated toward us in unmeasured 
terms. Every law enacted and every judicial 
decision that {s based upon color is read and 
commented upon in unmeasured and unex- 
pressed terms. The country may think we are 
ignorant or do not care, but if {t could hear 
us it would not think so long. 

Such a preliminary meeting held, 
dispatch represents, in Philadelphia, is time 
and labor thrown away, for this, to all in- 
tents and purposes is a white man’s country 
and I do not believe that any other color will 
or can control it urt!l he has run his race and 
completed his career. There are eight times 
more people om the earth of a darker hue 
than there are of the white family, but God 
seems to have turned the world over to the 
whites for the present, to rule and dominate 
it. There was @ time, if there be any truth 
in history, when other colors held the sway. 
and I believe they will hold it again. [ut 
the whites have it now, and this is verified by 
a review of things as they exist. But. God 
expects for this white race to deal justly with 
the darker. Our sweat and toil helped to en- 
rich this country and made it a great nation, 
and the policy of the dominant race appears to 
be based upon the belittlement of the race of 
darker skin, but it is a policy that will not 
succeed. They must come to the standard of 
justice. for whatever is not settied in right ts 
not settled at all. Yeu may patch up a thing 
with wrong and oppression, but it will break 
out again, and the lat state will be worse 
than the first. 

Joha Temple Graves has the key to the sit- 
uation as no other white man in the nation 
has. Even-handed justice must prevail or 
separation must follow. No form of wrong, no 
oppression, no disfranchisement, no denial of 
civil rights, no misrepresentation as regards 
the black inan’s capavity will succeed. i.ight 
must prevail, and if the whites do not intend 
to accord manhood justice to the blacks; like 
the preliminary meeting in Philadelphia, they 
will break out in another place, ridiculous as 
the breaking out may appear. This nation 
throws away money enough every year t9 
keep a hundred ships plying between the 
United States and Africa, and both continents 
would be benefited thereby. Africa would re- 
ceive the result of our 300 years’ civilization 
und this country would receive our commerce 
and the peace which our absence would bring 
to her lIcgislative and judicial dspartments. 

The Philadelphia meeting was unquestion- 
ably inspired by a denial of manhood justice, 
and as we can neither trust nor confide in dem- 
ocrats or republicans, the men who composed 
it thought they would trust themselves. i 
would indorsre thia movement in toto if they 
were men broad enough to look the inevitable 
square in the face; but as we fear they are 
not, we decline to give their movement ary 
consideration. This nation ought to appro- 
priate a hundred million of dollars as a com- 
mencement toward the settlement of a ques- 
tion that cannot be settled until even-handed 
justice is accorded to every man in it. The 
Maker of the Universe is often 
charged with folly because He saw fit to make 
some men black. How such persons can in one 
breath denounce the work of the Almighty, and 
in the next breath worship Him and call Him 
all that is good and wise, is a mystery to me. 
But it is the burden of the present dispensation 
and if other peoples see it as I do, they must 
regard it very inconsistent. I shall join no 
colored party or negro party, if you please, 
that does not have for its base the separation

THE BRITISH IMPERIAL DREAM. 

Baltimore Herald: Imperial federation has 
long been a dream of English statesmen. The

This 
concession soon proved to be of little real 
value to the poorer classes, as not enough 
wagons were put on and only a small por- 
tion of the city was covered. 

Forced To Reduce the Price. 

This week, on Thursday to be exact, 
the trust announced a general reduction 
in price from 60 to 40 cents per 100 pounds, 
thus admitting that it is forced to do so 
| under the pressure of public opinion, fo- 
cussed upon its methods by The Journal. 

This surrender will not, however, stop 
the fight. It had already gone too far. 
The principle involved remains to be 
fought for. The trust itself still exists 
and still has the power to do harm. The 
fight to break dt up and to punish its 
political allies will continue. Governor 
Roosevelt has been appealed to to re- 
move Mayor Van Wyck. He has as much 
as said that he will appoint a special 
grand jury for that purpose or rather look- 
ing to that end and that he will punish 
| every official involved without respect 
to party or position. He is fearless and 
honest, and I am thoroughly convinced, 
after a lone conference [I had with him 
this week, that he means every word 
of it. 

The ice trust is one of those abomina- 
ticns of commercial progress and devel- 
opment which illustrates better than any 
Other example I recall all of the evils of 
the trusts. A man from Maine, C. F. 
Morse by name, with the aid of New 
York poiiticians, formed a combination 
of all the ice companies of New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington 
and secured control of all of the natural 
ice supply and most of the artificial ice 
plants. These properties represent an ac- 
tual value of about $12,000,000—certainly 
not more. And yet the American Ice 
Cor pany, the new combination, is capl- 
talized at $60,000,000—$12,000,000 of values 
and $48,000,000 of wind and water. Of 
course, it has been an easy matter to give 
away egreat quantities of this stock and, 
by putting it in places -where it would do 
the most good, to be able, by increasing 
the price of ice 100 per cent, to pay divi- 
dends of 6 per cent on the enormous capl- 
talizafion.

Theologians and Church 
Doctrines. 


When we were little school boys it was 
a big thing to spell “Baker.” When we 
reached ‘“‘crucifix’’ we had visions of ex- 
pansicn and suspenders and when. wo 
progresséd to “unintelligibility” and ‘“in- 
comprehensibility’’ we thought there were 
no more worlds to conquer. But there 
were, for away on near the last page was 
a catalogue of jawbreakers, such a “ph- 
th-is-ic,”” which we called “tisic,” and 
“michilimackinac” and “bonny clabher.” 
etc. We innocently supposed that the old 
blue back spelling book contained all the 
words in the world, but by and by we 
found out that we were only in the rudi- 
ments. The Iftle dictionary and Inglish 
Reader and Murray’s Grammar and Smi- 
ley’'s Arithmetic were all ahead of us. 
In course of time, however, we learned 
to parse, which is a Latin word taken 
from “quae pars oratione’’—what part of 
speech. Then we mastered the rule of 
three, which is now called proportion,and 
soon advanced to tare and tret, which we 
whispered was “enough to make the 
devil sweat.”” About this time we began 
to wear shoes all the vear round and to 
brush our hatr, and had nicked out a 
sweetheart and held her hand on the 
sly when we stood up to recite, and some 
times we used the lookingglass to see 
how the downy beard was coming. When 
well up in our teens we were promoted 
to the institute and introduced to Latin 
and Greek and Algebra and History. I 
remember the first sentence in the old 
“Historia Sacra,’’ ‘‘Deus Creavit coelum 
et terram intra sex -diess’’—God created 
the heavens and the earthin-six days. It 
was like a confession of faith and made 
@ more lasting impression, for we had to 
study it out and parse it. I remember 
our history and how Thomps Allan, who 
had been poring over Alcibiades, Per- 
icles, Thucyides, Sophocles and Demos- 
thenes, suddenly came on a gentcnce be- 
ginning with the word “‘besides,’’ and he 
called it ‘“‘bes-i-des’’ and thereby got a 
nickname that stuck to him through life. 

But we old men have long since forgot- 
ten our Latin and Green except the sqall 
words that make up much of our modern 
English. Even a Hmited knowledge of 
Latin and Greek is a great advaytage 
and great comfort in defining our lan- 
guage. It is of inestimable value to pro- 
fessional men, to doctors and druggists, 
botanists and horticulturists and those 
who cultivate flowers. But nobody can 
readily read Latin or Greek nowadays ex- 
cept the professors and teachers in our 
schools. Not long ago I pondered over a 
Latin preface in a very old book and had 
to give it up. I turned it over to Pro- 
fessor Daves and he hateres it very beau 
tifully and no doubt correctly, but his 
good wife told me as a secret that he 
worked on it every night till midnight for 
a whole week with his coat off and the 
perspiration oozing from his classic brow. 

l was ruminating about these things be- 
cause I came across sOme words today 
that I never heard of and had to consult 
the big dictionary for a meaning. or 
course we have to make new words all 
the time to keep up with inventions and 
science, but these words are old, as old as 
John Calvin and they seem to have creat- 
ed a mighty discussion in making up the 
Presbyterian confession of faith at West- 
minster Abbey 250 years ago. I was pe- 
rusing an editorial in a New York paper 
in which it was stated that over forty 
presbyteries of the northern church were 
in favor of amending the confession of 
faith and going -back to superlapsarian- 
ism, which was the doctrine of John Cal- 
That the Westminster confession 
was sublapsinarian and not Calvinistic, 
That was a revelation to me, and so l 
have been reading up on these abstruse 
things and tind that there was a long and 
bitter discussion at Westminster as to 
whether God decreed the doctrine of elec- 
tion before the creation of man or alter 
he fell. Calvin declared the former, whicn 
he called sublapsinarianism, but the West- 
minster assembly declared that the de- 
cree of election and reprobation Was not 
determined on by God until Adam had 
sinned and feiJl. i teli you, my Carisuan 
friends, those two long words are to the 
common mind as unintelligibie and in- 
comprehensible ag were “‘unintelligibility” 
and “incomprehensibility’’ to me when a 
school boy. I1 have got along without 
them all these years and I am not going 
to strain my mind with them now. ‘here 
is enough in the sermon on the mount to 
guide us and comfort us in the journey 
of Hfe. These cldtime theologians were 
desperately in earnest on doctrinal mat- 
ters, for they were in a mighty contro- 
versy with a mighty foe ana no man had 
a right to belieye as he pleased and be 
at peace. Even Calvin had Servetus ar- 
rested and burned as a heretic because he 
denied the trinity of the God head. Ser- 
vetus was a Unitarian in faith and a good 
man in all the relations of life. Some- 
times I fear we have too much complexity 
of doctrine. I mean some of the preach- 
ers and theologians of the schools. The 
people are all right and give themselves 
very little concern about doctrine. They 
want preachers to preach about life and 
duty, how to live and how to die. It is 
not doctrine that takes converted people 
into this church or that church. It is 
association—predilection—our fathers were 
there or our mothers or our special 
friends, and we worshiped there or at- 
tended Sunday school when children, and 
we feel more_at home there. The pecu- 
liar doctrines of this church or that 
church are not considered. Not one mem- 
ber in ten can tell the difference between 
Calvinism and Armijnianism, and 1 doubt 
whether a. dozen confessions of faith can 
be found among the members of any 
Presbyterian church in the state. 

What the humble Christians of any Pfo- 
testant church want is a simple Christian 
faith untangled with abstruse doctrines 
and long words of learned length and 
thundering sound. They put our heavenly 
Father away off almost out of reach, 
though St. Paul declares that he is very. 
near to every One of us. I recall some 
verses that come home to me whenever 
I hear a preacher indulging in doctrines 
concerning election, predestination and 
free agency and shooting away over the 
heads of the people.

And yet the writer's ad- 
miration for the fundamental qualities 
| of Cromwell has not been allowed to blind 
him to Cromwell's méstakes The esti- 
mate on the whole has been notably judi- 
| cial. For this reason Roosevelt's study 
| of Cromwell makes at the present time 
a public document of distinet value. When 
Lord Rosebery characterized Cromwell] as 
_a “practical mystic” he named a quality 
which was never more needed in Ameri- 
can—to say nothing of Enelish—statcs- 
manship than it ts today. For the su- 
preme idea of the practical mystic is that 
when he sees a ‘plain duty” he becomes 
intensely and totally in earnest in the do- 
ing of it, looking with faith to the fu- 
ture for the results. 

As was to be expected, Roosevelt's 
final estimate of Cromwell is that, sooner 
or later he will be recognized not only 
as the greatest ruler of Mngland itself, 
but also as a man who, in times that tried 
men's souls, dealt with and solved tre- 
mendous problems; as a man who, while 
committing serious mistakes, strove 
mightily toward the light as he saw the 
light, and sought to make the great laws 
of right«cusnese a ving feree in the 
government of the world. 

Of course, that Cromwell did not carry 
himself with the sug:eme self-polse of 

‘as Lincoln is udmitted, but 
neither aid he hive the same environment 
or popular support. The English-speaking

most makes a human being envious. 

“In nearly all the other cities of con- 
tinental Europe the dogs, especially 
those belonging to the lower classes, are 
more or less beasts of burden, pull milk 
wagons and vegetable. barrows, run er- 
rands and are as spiritless or 
esting as overworked peasants at the 
grim business of earning a living. In 
the German army they have clapped the 
dogs into uniform, pester them with mil- 
itary duties and probably oblige them 
to listen to Emperor William’s speeches, 
and a cleverer but- more savage lot of 
warriors I never saw.

In the year of 1770 Bengal was visited 
by a famine, the records of which for the 
horror of the situation eclipse any similar 
narrative to be found in the pages of his- 


tory, The crop of 1769 being a total fail- 
ure within nine months, it is computed 
that out of a population of 30,000,000, one- 
third, or 10,000,000 perished from starva- 
tion and d'sease. In order to obtain food, 
parents sold their children into slavery 
until no buyers cou!d be found, for a time 
thousands subsisted upon leaves of trees 
and grass until] even that source of nour- 
ishment failing, the living actually fed 
upon the bodies of the dead. As if fate 
were determined to revel in irony, it is 
recorded that while the rainy season of 
1770 brought an abundant harvest, in the 
meantime millions of starving wretches 
crawled despairingly from one deserted 
village to another in a vain search for 
food, dying in multitudes through inabi-i- 
ty to live through the few intervening 
weeks that separated them from their 
harvest. 

The effects of this famine were felt for 
two generations. The children and young 
people having almost al] succumbed, there 
was no rising generation to till the flelds. 
So jungles grew up where there had once 
been flourishing farms and villages, and 
tigers and elephants multip-ied to such an 
enormous extent, that their terror-strick- 
en, defense'ess population lay at the com- 
plete mercy of savage beasts. 

In 1837 the notthwest provinces were 
ravaged by a famine of which it is re- 
corded that in two cities the inhabitants 
d'ed at the rate of 1,20 a day, and in the 
rura|] districts human beings perished by 
villages. 

Of the three great famines of 1860, 1866 
and 1869 in the northwest provinces, Oris- 
sa and Bajputand respectively, 3,000,000 of 
people are said to have been swept away; 
in that of 1866 thé famished wretches 
again resorting to cannibalism. | 

Bengal was again visited by a terrible 
famine in 1873, when 3,900,000 people re- 
ceived daily relief at a cost to the gO0V- 
ernment of $32,500,000, and to private chari- 
ty of $1,140,000. On this occasion the 
previous opening up of the country by 
roads a’@ railways, as well as the heroic 
relief efforts, were successful in holding 
the erim scourge at bay, so that but few 
actually perished. 

From 1876-1878. however, the provinces 
of Bombay, Madras and Mysore ‘were 
swep. by famine and pestilence that al- 
most equaled the disaster of a century 
before. 

Ata cost to the government of $35,000,000, 
1,500,000 people were temporaWly relieved: 
but that this sufficed little is d/monstrated 
by the faci that in one distri€t of 2,129,000 
People, 670,000 are supposed to have per- 
ished. 

From the subsequent epidemic of chol- 
era, the deaths were returned at 357,000 for 


Madras, 58,000 for Mysore and 57,000 for 
jombay.

famines, with a loss to human life di- 
rectiy and indirectly of the truly appalling 
tota of 27,000,000. A glance at the map of 
India will show the enormous extent of 
territory gubject to these dread visita- 
tions. With the exception of the strip of 
coast beneath.the mountaing from Bom- 
bay to Cape Cormorin, the greater part 
of the provinces of Assam and Burmah, 
together with the deltaic districts at the 
head of the Bay of Bengal, the rest of the 
peninsula is Hable to drought and conse- 
quent famine; with 40,000,000 of people at 
all times on the verge of starvation. 

In spite of the yast sums expended upon 
irrigatiqgn works and the general develop- 
ment of the country under British au- 
spices, the hopelessness of the siiuation is 
expressed by an eminent Anglo-Indian au- 
thority recently deceased, who says that 
no compensating influences can prevent 
these recurring periods of continuous 
drought with which latge provinces of 
India are affilcted. Waterworks on a 
scale adequate to guarantee the whole of 
India from dftought, not only exceed the 
possibilities of finance, but are beyond the 
reach of engineering skill.
